MASSACHUSETTS HIGHWAYS 


Travel Conditions on Through Routes 
“August 1, 1924 


The following condensed statement as to 
conditions of highways in process of con- 
struction and repair, under direction of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works, 
Division of Highways, is issued monthly 
during the season of heaviest travel. Reports 
of conditions on important roads in the Com- 
monwealth, not covered in this bulletin, will 
be welcome. 

Information relative to road conditions is 
also broadcasted every Thursday evening 
at 7.30 o'clock from station WNAC, Boston. 

To reduce accdents on the highways, 
drivers of all kinds of vehicles are requested 
not to stop on curves, and when necessary to 
stop on the side of the road, they should keep 
off the hardened surface whenever possible 
to do so. 

Observe carefully road marks and lights. 
Their purpose is to assist you to avoid acci- 
dents, but they do not relieve you of the 
responsibility of the exercise of due care. 

Esoneration of criminal negligence by the 
court in a fatal or serious accident does not 
relieve the operator from responsibility if 
there was anything not done that could have 
been done within the limits of reasonable 
forethought or action that would have pre- 
vented the accident.

increasing: her. stock.of Rhode Island Reds 
from 250 to 2,000 in the last three years. 
This season she raised approximately 3,000 
chickens with her own incubators and 


brooders. ‘ 


The tour was in charge of William Moore, 
poultry instructor at the Essex County 
Agricultural school. Others noted in the 
arty were Stanley DeQuoy, Essex County 
lub agent, John Clark of Methuen, last 
year’s county club champion and Robert 
B. Parkhurst of Boxford who has developed 
what is probably the best trap-nest strain of 
Rhode Island Reds in the country. 


After the inspection of the plant was com- 
pleted, refreshments of ginger ale and 
sandwiches were generously served by the 
hosts. 


Returning to their motors the company 
journeyed on to the poultry plants of Joseph 
and Richard Battey on Pleasant Valley road, 
Methuen. 


Here the real point of interest was the fact 
that chickens have this year been success- 
fully raised on new ground without any 
signs of paralysis or other disease which had 
given considerable trouble the past year or 
two. A vast amount of work was entailediin 
moving the birds to new ground, but. the 
splendid results have well repaid the owners. 
Birds between five and six months old show a 
fine development and are already contributing 
to the egg basket. A flock of 4,000 white 
Leghorns running in one flock on the farm 
of Richard Batty called forth many ex- 
pressions of admiration. 


At this point several more automobiles 
were added to the procession, increasing the 
party which visited the Lord farms in Meth- 
uen, to nearly one hundred _ persons. 
The incubators, brooders and_ colony 
houses of the largest’ hatchery in New 
England, were inspected under the leader- 
ship of Kenneth Lord..

Deceptive Quibbling 


Instead of seeking a permanent 
solution to present-day problems, the 
opponents of Mr. Louis A. Coolidge, 
candidate for United States Senator, 
quibble over points which contribute 
little to the main issue. By throwing 
in our eyes such phrases as “ political 
reactionary”’ and “crusader. against 
prohibition”’, they would blind us to the 
solid underpinning of his platform and 
the breadth of his view. 

Not that “political reactionary” has 
any meaning for us other than as a 
time-dishonored epithet for one clan to 
hurl into the ranks of another. A 
reactionary is defined as one who seeks 
to undo progress. We believe it can be 
shown that Mr, Coolidge stands on the 
only firm basis upon which political 
progress can advance. 

Concerning Mr. Coolidge as a cru- 
sader against prohibition there is little 
to be said. During the whole of his 
varied and unusually successful career 
he has held to a platform of his own, 
Republican, but showing the Coolidge 
imprint, The first plank of this plat- 
form was stated recently by him in a 
letter to a Harvard student, a copy of 
which was printed in the Townsman 
of April 4th: 

“We favor home rule. We are 
against the constantly increasing en- 
croachment of the federal government 
upon.the reserved rights of the states 
and of the individual citizen,” 


If the connection is not clear, con- 
sider: the stand which he took in his 
statement to the Judiciary Committee 
of the House of Representatives on 
March 5th. As chairman of the Sen- 
tinels of the Republic, an organization 
pledged to maintain the fundamental 
principles of the American Constitution, 
he represented that group as earnestly 
favoring. a— constitutional amendment 
along the lines of the Wadsworth- 
Garrett proposal. Mr. Coolidge stated 
that this proposal should be ratified 
at once in order that other amend- 
ments now under consideration should 
not be brought about except with the 
consent of the people in the States as 
expressed. directly or through con- 
ventions, and in order that legislatures 
should not be subject to eager and 
passionate pressure from advocates of 
certain amendments, :

If this intense desire to protect the 
sovereignty of the individual voter and 
adhere to the constitution in its original 
intent’ and purposes be construed to 
limit itself to a crusade against national 
prohibition, let the voters in the coming 
election make the most of it. 

The matter seems to boil down to 
this: Mr. Coolidge is leading his op- 
ponents over too rugged a trail back to 
a constitutionalism which is in close 
harmony with the song that stirred the 
hearts of its founders. The valley tav- 
erns of bureaucracy lure them too often 
from the mountain road. Mr. Gillett, 
for instance, says “(One of the most 
dangerous tendencies is the absorption 
of power by the Federal Government at 
the expense of the State,’’ and in the 
same breath refers to “an exception 
which we ought to make.”” Too many 
exceptions kill a rule. 

Power is and has been slipping from 
the hands of the individual voter. 
We rely upon his common sense to 
detect the difference between bedrock 
and shifting sand in the coming elec- 
tions. 


Editorial Cinders 


Twenty-seven-seventy tax rate seems 
high to the one who compares merely 
this year’s rate with that for 1923 which 
was a full dollar lower, However there 
is a consolation when this rate is com- 
pared with that for 1922. Everyone who 
notes the increased advantages of our 
town will readily concede that we are 
obtaining much more today for our 
taxes than we. did two years ago when 
the rate was thirty cents higher. This 
condition is due entirely to the increase 
in valuation which in the past year 
alone was assessed at nearly two 
million dollars, the bulk of which can 
be attributed to the development in 
Shawsheen.

A personal letter concerning the bonds 
issued to raise money for Andover’s share in 
the expense of the Essex County Tubercu- 
losis Hospital, written by an Andover 
citizen who is out of town has been received 
by the Townsman Editor, a part of which is 
printed below: 


In referring to the vote passed at the town 
meeting, I find that an issue of $70,000 bonds 
was authorized, denominated “Town of 
Andover, County Tuberculosis Hospital 
Loan.” This issue of bonds was sold and 
cash received by the town.

Strawberry Growing in West Parish 


_ Among the interesting places to be visited 
in West Parish are the Strawberry Farms 
of George and William Rennie. The Ren- 
nie brothers have farms near each other 
and the luscious fruit may be had from 
Ness until late October. By request, Mr. 

ennie has written these directions for 
those wishing to start strawberry beds 
for themselves. 

In the following article Mr. Rennie 
tells how he has acquired success in straw- 
berry growing: 

I usually plan my strawberry bed a year 
ahead. Any soil that is well drained, and 
will produce good garden crops, such as 
corn, potatoes, or any crop that has been 
constantly hoed, cultivated and kept free 
from weeds will grow strawberries. In the 
very beginning it must be heavily fertilized 
in order to leave the ground in condi- 
tion for the planting of strawberries the 
next spring. 

It is necessary to plow and harrow the 
ground as soon as it can be worked, then 
the plants must be set in as early as possible 
in order that they may get the spring rains, 
Plant very firmly round the roots with the 
crown just level with the ground. There 
are several $99 in vogue, but the matted 
row, I think, is the best. First, the rows 
must be about four feet apart and the plants 
in the rows from sixteen to twenty inches 
apart. 

Cultivation starts immediately after the 
plants are set. With a regular fourteen- 
tooth strawberry cultivator at this time 
it is a good plan to scatter along, each side 
of the row a heavy application of fertilizer 
in potash and phosphoric acid. This is 
best, for if the has been heavily fer- 
tilized you will not need much nitrogen, 
as too much tends to give too much vine 
and gots beeing. Pare! cudiverinn of 
strawberries is necessary, for the strawberry 
is a shallow-rooted | plant. It does not 
forage widely, but demands abundant plant 
food and moisture from a small soil. area. 
Cultivation should be kept up at weekk 
intervals to keep the ground loose and oa 
low and to prevent the weeds from getting 
a start. About June or July the blossoms 
should be picked off, as this gives the plants 
a good growth the first year. The plants 
will begin to send out. numerous runners 
and if you have kept the soil well hoed, 
payne and free from weeds all will be 
well. 

To keep these young runners from get- 
ting too thick is quite a task with some 
varieties, whle others grow fine. ‘“ Howard 
17” makes just enough runners without 
any thinning, but all others must be thinned. 

Young plants starting to root must not 
be disturbed at this time. The rows should 
be two feet apart and the plants will stand 
about five or six inches in width. When 
looking down the row from one end to the 
other, one should see solid rows. When 
you find them getting too thick they must 
be pulled up: 

After the soil is frozen over cover lightly 
with straw or meadow hay. About the 
first of April remove the mulch by raking 
it in between the rows. The mulch is 
applied to the strawberries to prevent 
winter injury, to keep the fruit clean, to 
keep down the weeds, and to conserve the 
moisture. 

This is all there is to be done till picking 
the fruit and this is the most delicate job 
of all. It is not hard to get pickers, but a 
question of good pickers is necessary. 
With good pickers it is a joy and pleasure 
to be a berry grower. A good strawberry 
plant is a yearling plant, medium size, 
with large strong, bright clean roots, a 
small crown and small compact leaves. 

Sex of blossoms is a point which should 
be carefully. noted whenever variety re- 
flections are being made. Strawberry varie- 
ties have two, distinct types of flowers, 
perfect and imperfect. A 
Is one that contains both 
mens, while the imperfect flower has only 
pistils. The function of the stamens is to 
produce pollen. To produce berries, pollen 
must be carried from stamens to’ the pistils 
of the flower. Perfect flowering varieties 
will produce fruit when set by themselves, 
but imperfect flowering sorts will not un- 
less planted near pest flowering plants. 

Every home garden should have a straw- 
berry bed for the growing of strawberries 
is easy. When plants are set and Rennie’s 
methods of culture are followed’the writer 
will be glad to answer any question con- 
cerning “Strawberry Growing.”

A Little Out of the Way 
But it Pays te Walk 
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President Pierce’s Son Killed at 
Shawsheen in 1853 


The recent death of Calvin Coolidge, Jr., 
recalls to the memory of some of the older 
citizens of Andover the tragedy in the life of 
President Franklin B. Pierce, whose son, 
Frank Robert Pierce, aged thirteen, was 
killed in a railroad wreck near the site of the 

resent Shawsheen station, on January 5, 

853. Mr. Pierce had been elected President 
at the time of the fatal accident but had not 
been inaugurated. 

President-elect Pierce and his family were 
en route from Boston to Concord, N. H. He 
had won at the elections the preceding 
November and was to be inaugurated in 
March. The interim he was going to spend 
in resting and formulating policies. hen 
the train reached a point opposite the present 
site of Shawsheen station, the car in which the 
Pierce party was riding, broke an axle and 
was derailed. There was much confusion at 
the time and when all were extricated from 
the wreckage it was found that young Robert 
was dead. The boy was taken into a brick 
building nearby, on what was later the Town 
Farm property and well known to travelers 
between Lawrence and Boston as the place 
where “Old Barney”’ faithfully waved to all 
passing trains for years. Frank Plummer, 
retired Boston and Maine conductor, who 
formerly ran between Boston and Manches- 
ter, N. H., was living in Lawrence at the 
time and remembers as a boy running over 
to the farm house to see what had happened. 
All was confusion and he waited around for 
some time without anyone speaking to him. 

The body was removed to the home of the 
Hon. John Aiken in Andover and the funeral 
took place from there. The members of the 
faculty and the student body of Phillips 
Academy attended the funeral as a mark of 
respect to the President-elect, and hundreds 
of people from Lawrence, Boston, and 
Concord, N. H., came to Andover for the 
services. Rev. Mr. Parker, then pastor of 
the church which General and Mrs. Pierce 
attended at Concord, officiated at the funeral 
service. 

A spre: train was waiting to take the body 
and the family and mourners on board after 
the services were over. The funeral train 
proceeded to Concord, where interment 
took place.

Overweight may be caused by improper 
diet, lack of exercise, or improper functioning 
of the internal secretory glands. The first 
two causes can be remedied by your own 
efforts; the last requires a doctor’s advice. 

Reducing weight should be a gradual 
amare 11-2 to 2 pounds a week is suf- 

cient to lose. Will power and a knowledge 
of food are necessary to accomplish this. 

1. Fats, sugars, and starches in excess of 
the body needs are stored as fat tissue and 
add to your weight. 

2. The following are rich in these food- 
stuffs and so should be used sparingly: 
crackers, bread, cereals, rice, macaroni, 
potato, rich cake, pie, gravy, fat meat, 
salad oils, ice cream, cream, butter, fats, 
nuts, candy. 

1. Skim milk is fairly low in sugar and fat 
and can be taken to advantage. 


2. Drink-plenty of water between meals, 

3. Bran bread, bran muffins, etc. should 
be used in place of white. 

4, If hungry between meals, drink water 
or eat a small apple. 

5. Eat more bulky foods, such as vege- 
tables and fruit. 


6. Eat daily at least two vegetables. 
The following meals for a day are sug- 
gested: 


Breakfast — Orange (without sugar). bran 
krumbles with skimmed milk (no sugar), 
clear_coffee, toast. ; ee 

Luncheon — Clear soup or boullion, cold 
slaw with french dressing made with mineral 
oil, bran muffins. 

Dinner — Clear soup, lean meat or fish, 
spinach, two slices whole wheat bread or one 
small potato and one tsp. butter, fruit jelly, 
clear coffee. 

Exercise is necessary as well as diet. The 
article next week will give some good exer- 
cises.
